A Portuguese’s Attempt to Kill the 
Emperor of Brazil. 


The Whitechapel Fiend Resumes 
His Butchery of Women. 


No Clew to the Murderer—His Letter to the 
Police Before Perpetrating the Horrible 
Deed—General Approval of the Parnell- 
ites’ Withdrawal From the Investiga- 
tlon—Mr, Matthew Harris, M. P., Cross- 
Examined—Severe Earthquake in Scot- 
land—Houses Violently Shaken—Death of 
Princess Augusta at Copenhagen—A 
Swedish Prince’s Dusky Sweetheart— 
Foreign News. 


RIO DE JANIERO, July 17.—The Emperor of 
Brazil attended a theatrical performance in 
this city last night. As His Majesty was leav- 
ing the theater at the conclusion ofthe per- 
formance, a Portuguese fired a shot from a 
revolver athim. The bullet, howevor, missed 
the Emperor and he sustained no injury what- 
ever. The would-be assassin was taken into 
custody. 


Jack, the Kipper. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, July 17.—A low part of White- 
chapel called Old Castle“ street was the 
scene of another atrocious murder of the well- 
known Whitechapel type. A large mass of 


clotted biood and traces of a desperate strug- 
gie bear testimony that Jack, the Ripper, has 
again resumed his deadly work of cutting up 
the bodies of unfortunate women who have 
taken to the street fora living. Four months 
ago the extra force of ene and detec- 
tives who had been on duty specially for the 
purpose of trapping the assassin were with- 
drawn, as it was thought that there would be 
no more of such terrible outrages committed. 
But it seems that the cruel-hearted, unnetu- 
ral beast is still living. The scene of the 
crime is in the same restricted era, and once 
again the murderer is able to shield himself 
from discovery so as to leave no trace. At 
1:30 vesterday morning a constahle was 
walking leisurely down his beat when he 
noticed the form of a woman lying in the 
shadow ofadoorway. He was about to rouse 
the woman when he was horrified to discover 
that sne was dead and that there was a ganing 
wound in herthroat. The body was lying in 
a pool of blood, which had run in streams 
from a terrible gash in the stomach, evidently 
inflicted by a sharp knife or razor. An alarm 
wus raised and a crowd of detectives was 
instantly on the spot, The murdered. woman 

be about 40 years “age and be- 
longeq to the most depraved class of White - 
chapel unfortunates. No arrests have been 
made as yet. 

VICTIM. 

ON, Jul 17. “The woman whose body 
oan und in Castle alley in the Whitechapel 
district last night was a middle-aged prosti- 
tute. Her throat had been cut to the spine. 
Whenthe body was found it was lying on its 
back. The clothing had been thrown up, ex- 
posing the abdomen, which had been gashed 
in a horrible manner in several places, though 


the intestines were not exposed. No part 
of tne body was missing. Warm 
blood was flowing from the wounds 


when the body was discovered. A police- 
man, who, with the watchman ofan adjacent 
warehouse, must bave been within a few 
yards of the spot where the murder took place 
when it was committed, heard no noise. 
Policemen have been placed at fixed 
points in Whitechapel since the murders of 
this character began there, and since the 
murder preceding that of last night officers 
have been stationed ata point within a hun- 
dred yards of the scene of the latest tragedy. 
An old clay pipe smeared with blood was 
found alongside the body. It was supposed 
by the police that this will furnish a ciue to 
the murderer, although it may have belonged 
to the victim. Several arrests of suspected 
persons have been made, but they were dis- 
charged from custody, there being no proof 
on which to hold them. 

THE MUKDERER’S LETTER. 
It is stated that a letter was received by the 
— officials before last night’s murder in 
Vhitechapel signed Jack, the Ripper,“ in 
which the writer said that he was about to 
resume his work. 

NO CLEW. 

There is still no important arrests or clew 
to the latest Whitechapel murder. The peo- 
ple are so blase with these horrors that there 
is very little excitementat their revival, but 
it will lend to fresh agitation against the pres- 
ent system of London police. Monro, the 
new Obief Commissioner in succession to Sir 
Charles Warren, ig on his trial. His firet re- 
port, published to-day, says the concentra- 
tion of the police in Trafalgar Square caused 
an Increase of crime in other parte of London. 
The demand for removing the London police 
from the control of the Central Government 
to the London Municipal Council is gaining 
strength, Rosebery, Chairman of the Coun- 
cll, yesterday showed the absurdity of the 
present system. The Central Government 
issued an order requiring the London Council 
to make regulations muzziing dogs, but the 
only way to secure the muzziing is to make 
the police enforce it, and the Council has no 
police. Therefore Rosebery returned the or- 
der to the Executive and a deadlock ensues.

THE AIR SHIP MI-SING, 


A Probably Disastrous Experiment Made by 
a Balloonvist in Brooklyn. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIspatcn. 

NEW YORK, July 17.—An experimental trip 
was made yesterday by F. D. Hogan, an ex- 
perienced aeronaut, inthe alr ship invented 
by Peter C. Campbell. The ascent was made 
from the yard of the Nassau Gas Co.’s works 


at the foot of Morton street, Brooklyn, where 
the egg-shaped balloon was filled with gas. 
About 15,000 feet were forced intoit. It was 
estimated that there was gas enough to carry 
700 pounds and 250 pounds of sund bags were 
put in the car with the aeronaut and the 
electric motor to propel it. Tue ascent was 
successfully made, but after theship had risen 
several hundred feet the propeller fan, used 
for raising and lowering the ship, was lost and 
fellto the ground in Hooper street. This left 
no means for raising or lowering except by the 
sand bags and by letting out gas. Theair ship 
started on the way toward theocean. There 
was some disagreement among the spectators 
as tu the exact direction taken by the air ship, 
but the general opinion was that it went 
toward Coney Island. Up to alate hour last 
night nothing had been heard of the aeronaut. 
The ship had not been seen at Coney Island. 
It was thought by some that the machine had 
one out to sea, but it was said, on the other 
and, that the aeronaut could steer it whorever 
he pleased. 
STILL MISSING. 
Nothing bas been heard of Inventor 2 
bell's alr- ship, or its navigator, Prof. B. 
Hogan, and their whereabouts are as aa + 
mystery as at midnight last night. The 
friends of Aeronaut Hogan are becoming 
alarmed and do not talk 1 confidently as they 
did last evening. A reporter found Mr. 
Campbell this moraingly anxiously awaiting 
the arrival of news of the  air-ship. 
Inventor Campbell said that he had been up 
all night and had telegraphed to different 
poias in Connecticut and Long Island inquir- 
ng whether anyone had seen the queer look 
ing and oddly rigged ship. No one was 
able to give him any clew and the 
inventor looked careworn and anxious, 
It is all very mysterious.’’ he said, ‘‘and I 
am at a loss to account for it. I have not the 
shighest idea 8 Hogan could have gone 
with tne — He could have come down 
even after he had lost the fan-like propeller 
as he had a valve rope and could have aliowe 
the gas to escape. It may be possible that the 
valve rope has broken. He had a knife along 
with him, however, and could have climbed 
ay netting to the balloon and cut a vent

THE IDEA OF BUICIDE, 

it was thought, carried with it an explanation 
of all of these points.’

The cut in the back also iooked liké a rip or 
tear, as much as a cut, and did not touch the 
shirt and marked the vest only about 
three-quarters of an inch, This cut was 
an awkward one fora man to 
unless he took his coat off to do it.

They were both in ling © 
the peculiarities of many suicides. at a 
suicide should make them before killing him- 
self is no more remarkable than tbat a suicide 
should kill himself on a railroad track, so 
that a train should run over his body and 
create the impression that death had resulted 
from accidental causes. Many suicides adopt 
very strange methods of covering up 
the fact of suicide. The cutting 
and tearing of the clothing in this case 
would be in this line. As to the 
absence of powder burn, the cuts and the lo- 
cation of the wound, all are possibie witha 
left-handed man. There isa coloring resem- 
bling powder, and the revolver could have 
been held in the left hand and the head turned 
so that there would be a distance of a foot be- 
tween the head and the revolver. The cutting 
of the skin could have been done by the 
breaking of the skull, or it could have re- 
sulted from the bullet coming out behind the 
ear. This latter is hardly probable, bowever, 
and only the post-mortem could decide it. As 
to the absence of the knife, a suicide follow- 
ing the — credited to this man would have 
almost certainly thrown it away. 

THE IDENTITY OF THE MAN 
is necessary in reconimendingeitherthe mur- 
der or suicide theory. The latter is fortified 
by the finding of a 38-caliber Wadsworth re- 
volver, which had been fired within a short 
time, by nis left side, and by the watch and 
money being allowed to remain in his clothes. 
The character of the‘clothing and the watch, 
however, Indicate a man who would not, in 
committing suicide, think it necessary to hide 
his deed. The clothing is respectable, but 
not fine. The pants, coat and vest are all 
ready made, and of the kind marked Spe- 
cially for the fine trade,’’ to catch the cheap 
trade. The watch also carried out the idea of 
a man who wanted to presenta better appear- 
ance than his means afforded, and of a man 
who was susceptible to whut is gener- 
ally called ‘‘ginger-bread’’ respectabil- 
ity. In appearahce the man would 
be set down as a walter. A num 
ber of people called at the Morgue to 
identify him as such, and as engaged in other 
work, but as each failed it began to look as if 
his identity would remain a mystery. De- 
tective Hobbs was almost positive he had seen 
the man around the pool-rooms several times, 
but that was ag near as any of the officers 
could come to it. 

Mrs. Joe,“ the keeper of the Elm street 
house, could not place him as any one who 
had ever been her guest. 

The proximity of the body to the scene of 
the Anna Weiss murder, or rather the place 
where the body of the unfortunate girl was 
found, aroused the energies of the police de- 
partment, and investigations were started at 
once by the special district officers and the 
detectives from headquarters. The place 
where the body was found is 

A LONELY SPOT. 

Where the Narrow Gauge tracks emerge from 
Kensington Gardens and intersect Union ave- 
nue the residence of Maj. L. L. Butler is 
located. It stands well back in a deeply 
shaded ground from both the ave- 
nue and the tracks. In the south- 
east corner of this place is the little 
station, partof whichis occupied as a resi- 
dence by the station-house keeper and his 
wife. North of Maj. Butler“ place is Maple 
avenue, which at that point forms the South 
line of Chamberlain Park, Tue first house on 
the Union avenue side of the park, 
the nearest residence to the spot 
Where the bedy was discovered, ie vacant. 
On the east side of the avenue, about three 
hundred feet north of the place, is the home 
of Mr. Frank Loebilein. This is the first resi- 
dence north of the Narrow Gauge tracks. In 
Kensington Gardens, north and west 
of the entrance tu the amphitheater, 
Robert Troemel has located his Flying 
Dutchman, A few feet to the north isan old- 
time theatrical van, the road home of the 
Troemels. The occupantsof this were the 
nearest to the murder or suicide, though they 
art fully 600 feet southeast of the place. 
Troemel and his wite sleep in the van while 
the three men employed by Troemel aboutthe 
Fiying Dutchmen sieep in the tent after it 
closes. Of these five persons who were seen 
and questioned this morning Mrs. Troemel 
givesthe only information that may serve to 
clear up the case. Her testimony points to 
murder. She toid her story in German. It 
was about as follows: Last evening I was 
puffering trom tooth ache and @ swollen face, 
and I went to bed about 8 o’clock, 
I sleep in the van with my head 
towards the north. There are, as you see, 
windows in the van on that side. We left the 
door open. Iwas bathing and treating my 
swollen face, and do not know definitely how 
long I had been in bed when I heard loud talk 
as if some men were quarreling. 1 thought it 
was some disturbance in the bar of the 
ainphitheater. A few minutes later 1 
heard a shot, but was suffering 
20 much and the noise of shots isso fre- 
quent that I paid little attention tu it. Every- 
tning became quiet after the shot, and I think 
it was only a short time after this that the 
heavy rain came. I do not know what time it 
was, but lam inclinedto think it was about 
10:30 o'clock. About this I may be mistaken, 
as I have no way of making certain. 

could not understand any of the words 
used in the quarrel. The voices were loud, 
and one of the cries was as if a man said: ‘*Let 
me go! Let me go!“! The sounds came from 
such a distance thatI could not distinguish a 
word. I can’t say whether there was any 
profanity used or not. The voices were all 
male voices, but too far off to distinguish any- 
thing that was sald. *’ 

JOHN MURPHY, 

who is employed iu Maj. Butier’s place, fixes 
the time more accurately. He gaid: ‘‘I was 
sitting on the south side of the house last 
night when I heardashot. I had heard shots 
so frequently in this vicinity during the 
summer that I didn’t pay any attention 
to this one. The time was about 
9:30 o’clock. I fix this in this way: While I 
Was sitting out there the regular 9:28 train 
went in and I think it was only a very few 
minutes after this that I heard the shot. I 
heard no disturbance priortothat. The shot 
was some distance off. It was not to the south 
of me, but I could not tell in what direction it 
was from where I sat. I went to bed shortly 
after this and knew nothing of the body until 
this morning. 


GEORGE KLEIN, 

one of the hands at the flying dutchman 
passed the spot where the body was found 
between 9 and 9:30 o’clock. It was then dark. 
He did not see the body nor did he meet any- 
body im the road. It is Kilein’s duty 
to tak® the horse used to turn 
the flying dutchbman from the garden to a 
barn inthe rear of Frank Loeblein’s resi- 
dence, on the east side of Union avenue, 
north of Page avenue. On account of the rain 
the fying dutchman closed before 9 o’clock 
and Klein started for the barn with 
the horse. He returned on foot and 
says he went direct to the tent and 
went to * without delay. He says he fell 
asleep and did not hearany noises whatever 
during the night, Two of the other hands who 
sleep with Klein state that they went to sleep 
about 9 o’clock. One of them remembers 
during th heavy rain which fell out 
there about II o’clook, but he heard no noises 
of any character.

This morning she said: ‘‘I saw a man and 
woman near the station about9o'clock. He 
was trying to induce her to go some place, but 
she refused, and they quarreled, but 
not seriously. They both came over 
to the platform, thinking they 
had no good intentions I locked the station. 
I heard them say they would go in on the 10:30 
train, but they did notdo so. They remained 
on the platferm until I ordered them 
0 The man said I had no 
business paying any attention to him, and I 
toid him I wouldn’tlistento him or witness 
his conduct any more. I don’t know whether 
this was the man who is dead or not, Idon’t 
think itis the same. Isaw him and think he 
was of a red complexion. Later in 
the night, about 11 o’ clock 1 
man and a woman passed north, going right. 
towards towards the spot where the body was 
found. Icould not see him distinctly, as he 
was on the east side of the woman, who 
was tall and who wore a gossamer behind 
which the man was almost completely hidden. 
They were passing along quietly when I saw 
them. I went to bed about 12 o’oclock but 
did not hear any shot or any disturbance in 
the vicinity. 

THE COMMERCIAL CLUB CLEW 
to the man’s identity is of considerable im- 
ortance, As has been stated, a club ticket 
orthe above organization was found with 
other cards in the left hand vest pocket. The 
Commercial Club has its headquarters at Koen 
sington Gardens, and is one of the many 
existing subterfuges by which the S5un- 
day liquor law is circumvented. Numbers 
are initiated by paying the fee and signing 
their names in the register. The ticket dor 
the number 6,664. When shown to Mr. M. F. 
Hellery, manager of the bar privileges 
at Wenstnetes Garden, 
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the latter 
said: ‘‘That ticket was issued recently. 
The name — Brennan was written by one of 
my clerks, but the individual who took out 
the ticket signed his nume in the register as is 
the custom. The name on the card is very 
indistinct and illegible. The initial is 
almost whoily effaced by the rain 
and the officials are et undecided 
as to whether it is a T, a P, an For an R. 
Brennan or Brenner is the name. As thou- 
sands of persons have visited the gardens and 
taken out tickets of membership tothe club 
the fact of ticket No. 6,664 being on the person 
of the deceased becomes less significant. It 
may have been given to him or picked up on 
the street. 
THE COMMERCIAL CLUB TICKET, 
It was found later by the register at the 
Club, as issued to Florian Brennan, living at 
1907 Division street. This Brennan isa brick- 
layer, and when a call was made at his house 
this morning, he was found to be at work, 60 
that, if this is the right man, as he is reported 
to be, it establishes that fact that the name of 
the dead man is not Brennan. How he came 
in possession of the ticket, however, may re- 
veal NA Ifthe real Brennan gave it 
to him, then it will be an easy matter to 
learn who the dead man is. If he threw his 
ticket away after using it, as people frequent- 
ly do, andthe dead man found it, it will still 
leave the identity of the man ag much in the 
dark asever. The police. as on as the in- 
formation was received, sent out to find Mr. 
Brennan, wherever he is working, and will 
have him come in, ff necessary, to see if he 
can recognize the body. This seems to be 
about ailthere is to goon, as the clothing 
offer no clew whatever to the identity of the 
man. 

THE NATURE OF THE WOUND, 
as showing suicide ar murder, was discussed 
very generally around the Four Courts all 
day. Coroner Frank describes the appear- 
ance of the wound as being lacerated, and not 
cut, and precisely what it would be bad a ball 
made its exitatthat point. Still, without an 
examination, it cannot be definitely stated 
whether that is the case. It is possible for the 
bullet to have entered at the right ear, but 
not probable. It is also possible forthe shot 
to have been fired inthe mouth, but the Cor- 
oner could on pressing down the tongue dis- 
cover no evidence of it. And still the wound 
is that of the exit of the ball. 

THERE IS A WEISS THEORY, 
however, thet is regarded as reasonable if it 
develops that the man suicided. This is that 
the man whose body was found this morning 
was the man who killed Anna Weiss or one 
who had something to dq with it and that he 
be returned to the scéne of his crime to inflict 
self-punishment. The place where the body 
was found, however, was about 200 yards 
south of the spot where that of 
Anna Weiss was found and also south of Page 
avenue. Had the man been the couscience- 
stricken murderer of Anna Weiss, and bad he 
gone outto kill himself at the scene af the 
murder he would probably have gone nearer 
to the place where her body wasfound. Be- 
ing a stranger, however, and coming from the 
narrow-Ravge, he could easily have mistaken 
the side of Page avenue on which Anna Weiss 
was found. 

THE CARDS. 

A POST-DISPATOH reporter called this morn- 
ing at 604 Elm street, the address written on 
the card found in the dead man’s pocket. The 
house is kept bya woman named Josie Wat- 
son. She said she knew noone by the name 
of Brennan or Benner and the note addressed 
to Mrs. Joe““ could not have beea intended 
for her. She had received a letter addressed 
in that way about a week ago. It was signed 
Frank. It was an epistle full of 
endearing terms and contained the informa- 
tion that the writer had everything in readi- 
ness for Joe the person addressed to 
come to him and be happy. She knew thet the 
letter was not meant for her, but supposed it 
might be for Josie Hilton, who keeps the 
house next door. She had neglected to give 
the letter to her neighbor, however. 

Josie Hilton was called on and asked if she 
knew the deed man, Brennan, but she said 
she did not. She waa told about the letter re- 
ceived by Josie Watson but said it could not 
have been for her. 

H. W. Volkening, the grocer, at 216 and 218 
Broadway, and Henry Koltenbach, the saloon- 
keeper on Eleventh and Chestnut streets, 
both of whose cards the dead man carried, 
was called on and said that he did not know 
the man or bow their cards had come into his 
possession. 


SEVENTY TO FIGHTY PEOPLE 
had up to20’clock this afternoon visited the 
Morgue for the parooes of identifying the 
the body, but without anyone coming any- 
ways nearit. Theface is one, however, shat 
should be easily identified.

Except that tne flesh is solid, 
and that there is no @maciation or shrinking 
away, the appearance of the body would 
almost leave one to believe it was that of a 
manwho had been confined to bed and had 
just got out. In the face of this it would 
seem that the man had been subjected to some

THE HOPE OF EDENTIFICATION 
through the Commercial Club ticket found on 
the body was dissipated about 2 o’clock this 
This ticket was reported to have 
been issued to F. Brennen, a bricklayer living 
at 1907 Division street. He, however, bad gone 
to work when a call was made there, and 
Detective Burke was sent out to 
locate him. Brennen was found working on 
Pine street, west of Grand avenue.

That he had had no 
club ticket, however, Be was positive. There is 
a possibility that some person of his acquaint- 
ance used something like his name, that on 
the Commercial Club register now appearing 
as Florine Brenner, instead of Brennen, and 
in that hope e will try to identity the body 
at the Morgue about 6 o’clock this evening. 
MURDER OR SUICIDE. 
The officers, after investigating the case 
this afternoon, areunable to decide whether 
it was a murder or suicide. The inverted 
pockets, the slasnes in the vest 
and coat, apparently made by 4 
knife, the absence of powder burns, the pe- 
culiar place of the weund, the testimony of 
Mrs. Troemler as the noisy talk 
andreport of a pistol and the broken 
watch chain point towards mur- 
der. It will require a careful autopsy 
to discover whether the bullet entered, by 
some pecular chance, one at the natural open- 
ings to the skull, through the nose, mouthor 
ear and only began its demolition of tissue at 
a point istant from the surface. Some 
venture the theory that the proximity of the 
spot to the place where Anna Weiss“ body was 
found indicates a connection. The influence 
of one such crime on persons intending 
suicide or similar crimes, though entirely in- 
dependent of the first 8 recognized 
by the police who do not for 
a moment think the proximity of 
scene indicate any connection between the 
two cases. All the injuries to the clothing and 
watch chain may have been sus- 
tained accidentally and the ockets 
may have been inverted by a drunken 
man’s fumbling andthe wound self inflictea, 
but the circumstances as they present them- 
scives suggest murder asthe solution of the 
mystery. 


THE WEATHER, 


A Chance for Another Cool Wave To-Mor- 
row Evening. 


The mercury took a mighty leap to-day. 
The highest official reading yesterday was 81.4 
deg., while at 2 o’clock this afternoon the 
Signal Service thermometer registered 90 
deg. and was apparentiy good for «4 
couple more degrees before the after- 
noon was over. It is safe to say that the maxi- 
muim temperature to-day will be 10 deg. over 
the maximum temperature yesterday. But 
that is not all; the temperature 
will probably continue to rise for 
twenty-four hours longer. The area ot 


low barometer central yesterday in Montana 
isnow central in Southern Dakota and is 
moving eastward. Light raing have occured 
in the Upper Mississippi Valley and 
in the Southern Atlantic States. West of the 
Mississippi the temperature has risen con- 
siderably, especially in Nebraska and Da- 
kota. Elsewhere, it has remained nearly sta- 
tionary. 

The temperature will rise here until the area 
of low barometer passes east of the Missis- 
sipp! River. To-morrow will probably be 
hotter than to-day, but it will cool off to- mor- 
row night. 

Clear weather is reported from the south- 
west and throughout Nebrask Kansas and 
Western Missouri. Sergeant Hammond says 
we will probably have clear weather locally, 
though there is a possibility of showers until 
the area oflow barometer bas passed here. 
It is this which makes the weather so hot and 
oppressive and ag soon as it passes 
life will again be worth living. It 
started in at 74 deg. at 6 o'clock this 
morning according to the Signal Service pro- 
tected thermometer, and by 10 o'clock had 
risen to 8ldeg. The next hour it went 4 deg. 
higher, 85 deg. being the reading at ll o’clock.

The New Milford Button Factory Destroyed 
—Shell Rock’s Conflagration.

NRW MILFORD, Conn., July 17.—The large 
factory ofthe New Milford Button Co. was 
destroyed by fire last night.

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ANOTHER CHAPTER OF HER SUFFERINGS 
- EXEMPLIFIED IN COURT TO-DAY. . 


A Sad Story of Domestic Trouble Over a 
Child Now Dying for Want of a Mother's 
‘Care—Senator MoGinniss’. Libel Suit— 
Thirty-One Thousand Dollars for a Le 
Court Notes—Doings Under the Dome Te- 
Day. 


Mrs. Emma O' Rourke, who has almost lived 
in the Court-house through constant litigation 
over her child and divorce proceedings, was 
in court again this morning, sick, worn out 
and emaciated. Se came to hear what Judge 
Dillon would deeide in the matter of 
her divorce and heard him dismiss her bus- 
band’s petition for divorce and her cross bill. 

is is one of the saddest divorce cases tried 
n the Circult Courtfor many months. Mrs. 
O' Rourke was married about three years ago 
and lived with her husband on Almond street. 
They quarreled soon after marriage, and the 
birth of a pretty child, now two years old, did 
not seem to narrow the chasm between 
them. Her husband said she was addicted to 
drink and untrue to him, while she claimed 
he beat and abused ber. About six monthe 
ago she left his house with the child and went 
to her parents to live. The husband often 
tried to see the child but was always met by 
his wife’s relatives and a pitched battie re- 
sulted from every visit. He carries scars 
received in these attempts to see his 


child and displayed them in the trial. One 
day he saw the little one on the street and ran 
away with it and them sued fora divorce. His 
wife entered a cross bill and applied for a writ 
of habeas corpus. The divorce case went to 
Judge Dillon and the habeas corpusto Judge 
Fisher. In the hearing of the appli- 
cation for the writ it was 
shewn bow the mother took Paris green one 
day to end her life and was giving it to the 
baby, thus hoping to rid herself of her hus- 
band and ber troubles.

A Mammoth Entertainment Building to Be 
Erected on the Site. * 
By Telegraph to the POST-VISPATCH. 

NEW York, July 17.—Ground will be broken 
in October for a mammoth building to be 
erected on the block now occupied by the 
Madison Square Garden. All of the stock 
issued by the new company, amounting to 


4 $1,500,000, has been placed, and a well-known 


firm of architects are engaged on the plans. 
Hiram Hitchcock, one of the proprietors of 


the Fifth Avenue Hotel, is President of the 
company, and J.Pierrepont Morgan of Drexel 
& Morgan, bankers, one of the largest stock 
holders. The stock payments are to be called 
up as needed, in 10 per cent instaliments. 
Although no information can be given regard- 
ing the style of architecture, owing to the 
fact that the pians are not finished, it may be 
said that the new Madison Square Garden will 
consist of a five-story building and will con- 
tain a great amphitheater where large shows 
may be given in the presence of 10,000 specta- 
tors or mass-meetings held. The flooring of 


the amphitheater will be in movabie 
sections, in order that changes 
may be speedily made to accommodate 


any description of entertainment. Ia addition 
to this the main feature or the building will be 
a large concert hall, lecture rooms and ample 
spaces forsupper and other refreshment 
rooms. All of these can be united sheuld there 
be necessity of using the entire edifice. In it 
will also be placed a beautiful winter garden, 
completely covered with glass, supported by 
highly ornamented iron arches and the floor 
will stocked witha profusion of tropical 
plants, with broad walks, cool grottoes and en- 
ticing nooks for the enjoyment of visitors.

A NEGLECTED CONSTITUTIONAL SECTION. 

In their decision on the case against the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad Oo. charging 
discrimination and over-rating in the 
transportation of coal from Lexington to 
Kansas City, the Railroad Commissioners 
call attention to the neglect of the Legis- 
lature to pass a law providing for the en- 
forcement of sec. 7, art. 12 of the Con- 
stitution. 

That section forbids a corporation to 
engage in any business except that ex- 


pressly authorized in its charter. The 


plain intent of the Constitution recog, 
pized by the commissioners is to include 
in this prohibition the holding of shares 
of stock, bonds, or of any interest whatso- 
ever in another business outside of its own 
@early defined privileges. 

The importance of this provision of the 
Constitution is manifest ata glance. One 
of the great wrongs perpetrated by rail- 
road corporations has been the crushing- 
out of rivals in lines of business in which 
the corporations or individual directors, 
stockholders or officers are interested. 
This is illustrated most clearly perhaps in 
the business of mining when railroad 
companies own and operate mines not 
only to secure coal for their own needs, 
but for general sale. The temptation to 
discriminate in their own favor with re- 
spect of transportation charges is too 
strong to resist. Another monstrous evil 
growing out of the practice is that of op- 
erating company stores which rob em- 
ployes of their scanty earnings and double 
the profits of the corporation. 

The enforcement of the section of the 
Constitution mentioned would prevent all 
such injustices and would afford protec- 
tion against the powerful aggression and 
greed of rich railroads and other corpora- 
tions. It is folly to suppose that legis- 
lators have been ignorant of the consti- 
tutional provision. That it has never 
been enforeed must be credited to the fact 
that the railroad lobby has more influence 
on the average legislator than the inter- 
ests of his constituents or the obligation 
of his oath to support the Constitution.

Contractors were 
getting hold of the work and not a 
cent of cash was getting past Pitteburg. There 
were too many cooks and the sufferers had to 
stand it. There was no resson in the world 
why Pittsburg should have been alloved to 
control the affairs there. Fifteen thousand 
survivors were still at Johnstown, a large ma- 
jority of them able men; with the in- 
terest of the town more at 
heart than any outsider, they could have 
handled the funds and done the work far bet- 
ter than it was and js being done from Pitts- 
burg. Then I went to Johnstown. Matters 
there have not been exaggerated. I found 
womep and children wearing the same 
clethes they had on the day of the 
flood and without a penny in their 
possession. The first dey 1 with 


several well posted newepaver men went ever 
the ground quietly, and without giving gut 
the object of my visit. On that tour I abstained 
a good idea ot the situation. The nexs day 
I began my distributions. gave ail 
of the clergy regardless of denomigation 
from $100 ta $200 apiece. Then 1 gaye several 
newspaper men from $50 to $100. To tne 
Mayor 2.— $250, whieh he knew where to 
place. Then we engaged a wagon and went 
up and down the streets as rapidiy as possi- 
ble; wherever we found househeiders who

WE GAVE THEM MONEY. 
Figuring an $5 foreach woman or ehild, we 
went ever the territory tharouchiy aud gave 
away a good deal of money. Time and again 
we were tal by those we relieyed 
that it was the fret meney they 
had seen since the fived.

Na Cavalry Properly so Called to Be Found 
in This Country—Mounted Infantry, and 
Not Cavalry the Rule—Usge of the Saber— 
The French and German Methods. 


$6 HE last six 

months I have 

spent in traveling 

through the United 

States, said Frederick 

Von Muchwitg ot Con- 

newits, Saxony, who

yesterday. ‘‘I have 

trayeled all over 

Europe, and have spent 

sometime in Hindostan and Batavis, from 
which places J have recently come, but this is 
my first trip to America. As an old officer of 
the active army, and a present Major of 
Ublans of the Landwehr, I have care- 
fully observed the military arrangements of 
the United States. I visited West Point, 


and was struck by the remarkable martial 
sniritand strict diseipline that preveiled, as 
well as the most unusual physical deyelop- 
ment of the cadets. While not as large and 
heavy as our German regular oficers, 
the Americans ure more 
active and are _ better educated 
for general service. We eould not easil 

transfer infantry officers to the artillery o 

cavairy, but yourmen are equally trained in 
ail branches and are interehangeabie. he 
American officers’ corps is small and has no 
genera! staff, bas as far as it goes no compari- 
gon with any other service in the world need 

e feared. 

THE UNITED STATES CAVALRY, 

‘The thing that most astonished me in 
military encles was the total absence of 
cayalry from the American service, I was 
two dave at the ge-called cavalry schoo) at Fort 
Riley, and before his death had several long 
conversations with Gen, Hateh, at Omaha. 
Ihe country west of the Missouri, where 
the Indians have so long been giving trau- 
bie, seems wade by nature for eavalry evalu- 
tions, and pet I doubt if the United States 
could puta single squedran of well drilled 
cavalry intothe field. Iknow that there ere 
ten regiments bearing the name of cavalry in 
the service, and that they have proved most 
effective. But aga matter of fact they are 
not cavalry, but mounted infantry, dra- 

eens at the beat. While at Fort 

zutord [saw three troaps of gayalry go aut 
on ascout. Itis sufficient te say that not an 
enlisted man ar an officer carried a saber. 
This is enough to show that they are not 
cavalry, aud 4 learned that the saber was 
never carried on active service. Toa German 
officer this seem@ yery strange, as aur men are 
tuuglit that the saber is the distinetive weapon 
of the cavairyman, and that firearms are te 
be subsidiary to it. 

SABER EXBBCISE. 

On visiting Fort Riley and seeing the evo- 
lutions of that place, I beeame mare strongly 
convinced than ever that there was no cavalry 
in this conntry. The saber used is good 
enough, but is adapted neither to the German 


| system of using the edge, nor the French style 


oi ewploying the point. The French cuiras- 
straight and triangular, 
admirably suited to thrusting, but nearly use- 
jess for cutting. Their rule is to charge head 
down, with the saber held en tieree and pro- 
jecting about a feot beyond the right ea 
ef the horse. When effeetive, the thrus 
is deadly, but as soon as the opposing horse- 
man comes alongside, the French saber be- 
comes almost useless. The stroke it can give 
lacks power, and unless it falls 
just the proper angle has not 
force enough to eut through a thiek 
enat, We Germans, on the other 
hand, have taught our men to rely almost ex- 
clusively on the edge, and to negiest the 
point. The sabers are much more sharply 
curved than those used by the United States 
troops, and our men are taught ower ta 
charge a retreating enemy with a front 
as solid as a wall, but to loosen the ranks 
when making a front charge and always te 
‘accept the files,’ toempioy a technical ex- 
pression. I mean by this that our cavalry do 
not meet the enemy horse to horse, but let the 
opposing files pass within the ranks, and 
than rely on the saber. At close quarters the 
po ins is nearly useless, but the edge on the 

ridle hand can be employed with great effeet. 
In this particular exercise the United States 
cavalry is particulariy deficient. 

AMERICAN SHORPOOMINGS. 

Their sabers are neither straight like those 
of the French cuirassiers, nor sharply curved 
like these of the German eavairy, being a 
compromise between the two and combining 
the disadvantages of both. On the sword 
hand the treops know their exercise fairl 
well, hut when itcomes to the bridle han 
the troopers ere wofully deficient and 
would makeawretched showing against the 
poorest of onrregiments. But as mounted 
infantry in small bodles they are admirable. 
The American carbine is a very fine weapon 
fer use both en foot and on horses 
baek, and the army saddle is by 
tar the best in use anywhere. 
As all-around horsemen the American officers 
are in my opinion about the best in the world, 
especially as rough riders, and with a@ little 
training fine cayalry regiments could be 
turned out, But under the yresent system 
vere is not acavairy regiment in the ser- 
vice.’

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PAYING AN OLD DEBT, 


An Instance in Which a St. Louisan Re- 
ceived $6,000 in France. 


Speaking of the payment of an old debt of 
$5,000 by a St. Louisan, whose identity has not 
yet been discovered, a few days ago, and 
which has attracted so much attention all 
over the country, Mr. Gust Hoeber to- day re- 
called another instance which occurred in 
France, and in which a St. Louisan, Mr. L. 
Longuemare, figured as the recipient. Mr. 
Longuemare has been retired since about 1858, 


but between 1830 and that year he was one of 
the most prominent merchants in the city, 
doing business in the river district. Mr. 
Hoeber went into his employ about 1840 asa 
clerk, and within a short time became a 
artner, remaining withhim for a num- 
er of years. In 5 as related by 
Mr. Hoeber, Mr. Longuemare, a native of 
France, returned to Parisou a visit. A few 
days after his arrival he was called upon by a 
gentleman. who presented his card as an at- 
torney. Mr. Longuemare had never heard of 
“him, and when he began to ply him with 
guestions suspected that he was a police 
avent. When questioned as to this the at- 
torney repiied that he simply wanted to know 
whether Mr. Longuemare’s father had ever 
been in the banking business in Paris. Re- 
ceiving an affirmative reply, he explained 
further that his father had been in the cloth- 
ing business, and had failed. The banker 
Longuemare was one of his creditors. Under 
the very strict bankruptcy laws of France no 
debtor was clear until his last debt had been 
puid. Of alithe debts owed by the clothier 
Only that of the banker remained, and 
the money was in bank with which to pay it, 
but all trace of the family had been lost. 
His father, he said, was still alive, but could 
not live long, and wanted to see the claim 
paid before he died. Seeing Mr. Longue 
mare’sname among the arrivals, he sought 
him in the bopethat he was c representative 
of the banker s family. The debt, with inter- 
est, footed up over $30,000 francs, or about 
,000. Mr. Longuemare was rich, knew 
nothing of the debt, and declined to accept 
the money. He was then invited to dinner at 
the attorney’s residence, and there met the 
entire family, the father, sons, daughters and 
randchildren. Being again prevuiled upon 
e accepted the money and presented to it the 
older grandchild, to be divided among the 
others equally.

THE WIGGINS FERRY MORTGAGE. 


An Explanation of the Claim That it is Ille- 
gal Under the Charter. 


The publication in the POST-DISPATCH yes- 
terday of the fact that the Creveling interest 
in the Wiggins Ferry Co. proposed to contest 
the legality of the $300,000 mortyage filed in 
Belleville by the company on East St.Louis real 
estate aroused considerable interest in finan- 
cial circies. The contest, if made, will be on 
the ground that the company’s charter limits 


the amount of a mortgage or bond to 
$100, 000. The company’s officers, in 
expianation of this, say the limitation 
is meant to refer to the ferry richts 
and privileges, and that under the legal 
advice taken there is no doubt ut 
that u mortgage for any amount on East St. 
Louis real estate will stand inthe courts. The 
company’s charter, as is well-known, is a 
very old one, and one of the broadest ever 
ranted.

LOTTERY BONDS AGAIN, 


A Canadian Agent Arrested for Selling Spu- 
rious Securities. 


NEW YOrK, July 17.—A special to the Sun 
from Toronto says: Edmund Von Horst, a 
stylishly dressed German, 24 years of age, was 
arrested yesterday afternoon on a charge of 
vagrancy. The real cause of the arrest was a 
suspicion that he is concerned in selling spu- 
rious bonds, which, he alleged, are issued by 
E. H. Horner, banker, 88 Wall street, New York. 
The address of the Boston agent is given as 
66 State street, which the detectives 
understand is the address of Brown 
Brothers, the well-known bankers. Enor- 
mous premiums are offered, ranging irom 
$50,000 to $2,000,000. By the payment of $5 it 
was said that the purchaser secured a share in 
the distribution, and the bond became his ab- 
solute property on the paymeut of nineteen 
otber installments of $5each. The bonds to 
be given away are Bucharest premium bonds, 
Austrian Red Cross bonds, Italian Red Cross 
bonds, Hollandish White Cross Bonds, and 
Italian gold premium bonds. Von Horst pr 
fesses to be entirely innocent of any wrong, 
and asserts that he secured the agency for the 
bonds through the medium of an advertise- 
ment inserted by Mr. Horner. 


The St. Louis Agency. 


E. H. Horner has an agency in St. Louis and 
not long ago the Post-DISPATCH printed an 
account of the peculiar conduct of A. Neu- 
berg, the agent. Neuberg was prosecuted in 


the United States Court a few months ago and 
he was evidently alhaid thatthe State courts 
were going to take him in hand, so he began 
to cultivate Mr. Bernard Dierkes, the Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney. He met Mr. 
Dierkes at a club they both bo- 
longed to and presented him with a 
box of cigars and a Westphalia ham. r. 
Dierkes had informed Mr. Neuberg that he 
wanted no presenta from anyone, and shortly 
after this occurrence the New York WoRLD 
printed the telezgrams which Neuberg had 
sent to Horner, instructing him to send the 
ham and cigars to Mr. Dierkes. The cherac 
ter of the telegrams was such that Mr Dierkes 
and his friends were outraged, and Neuberg 
was expelled from the club before 
he bad a chance to resign. The 
courts have taken up this bond business time 
and again and have imposed licht punish- 
ment in some instances, but in New York the 
bankers were turned loose.
